But allowing him the whole, he’s far 
from being a Match to the reft of the Empire, 
who, according to the fame Author, are, befides 
the Emperor’s Quota for all his Dominions, able 
toraife 363500 Men ; and of thele the Proteftant 
Princes and States are at leaft able, according to 
that Author’s Calculation, to raife 200000. By 
which it is evident, that tho the Emperor were 
ever fo much inclin’d to it; he is not able to make 
himfelf ablolute in the Empire. Befides, Roger, 
we have a further Security againft that than ever 
our Anceftors had, which is the Settlement of our 
Succeflion in the Proteftane Line of Hanover, 
that gives us a great fhare in the Ballance of the 
Empire; for the Families of Brunfwick and Pruf- 
fia, who have» the Reverfion of our Crown by 
Law, areable of themfelves to raife zacco Men, 
according tothe fame Author. And confidering 
that their Dominions lie contigacus of themfelves, 
and with thofe of other Proteftant Princes and 
States, it isa very good Barrier againft the exor- 
bitant Power of the Houfe of Axfria, even tho 
all the Pop th Princesand States fhould join with 
them 3; confidering alfothe Affiflance which the 
German Protefiants would in that cafe bave from 
Great Britain and Helland. So that, humanly 
fpeaking, the Proteftant Intereft in Exrope can be 
in no Ganger from the Force of the Papiits, if Pro- 
teftants be united among themfelves, except the 
Heule of Bourbon be left in pofleflion of the ex- 
oibitant Power which at prefent they enjoy, and 
that the Hcufe of Aufriabe tempted by. ill Treat- 
ment to join with them, which the Frezch have 
effay'd oftner than once, and particularly by a 
Propofal to make the Spanifh Dominions in Jraly 
Hereditary to the German Branch of the Houle of 
Aujivia, on condition of leaving Spain and the 
Wft-Indies to the Duke of Anjou. But that Fami- 
ly generoufly rsjeed the Proffer, tho they be 
now fo anworthily treated by our Scriblers here, 
contrary to the Law of Nations, and that Re- 
{pct which hasbeen always paid to the Houfe of 
Aufivia, eipecialiy when in Alliance with us. —
